Every precaution will be taken 
to prevent any member of that regiment 
from going to Chattanooga.

ernor" of New Hampshire. The bust is 
tha property of the late governor's 
daughters, Miss Hope Goodwin and 
Mrs. William Winder, and is one of a 
number of heirlooms in the old home- 
stead in Portsmouth. It is considered 
au excellent likeness of their distin- 
guished father. 


The following extracts from the arti-

Next to Montpelier, Vt, his birth 


place, this quaint old town of Ports- 
month claims the right to share in the 
glory of the victory won by Bear Ad- 
miral Dewey at Manila.

ty years ago, then a lieuton-int and a 
8easoued,offioer in the navy, young Dew- 
ey was stationed for a time at the Kit- 
tery navy yard, just across the rher 
from Portsmouth. 
He was a handsome 


and popular fellow and a welcome vis- 
itor in the homes of those old fashioned 
and .highly cultured families which 
made up the somewhat exclusive socie- 
ty of the place, and which do today not 
only in Portsmouth, but in Newbnry- 
port and Salem and all along the "north 
shore." 


It was. here that Lieutenant Dewey 


nmt T.jet the sweet faced little woman 
who afterward became his wife. 
She 


was Miss Susie Goodwin, a daughter of 
doughty old Ichabod Goodwin, the war 
governor of New Hampshire and known 
far and wide aa "Fighting Governor 
Goodwin " In his way Governor Good- 
win was a popular hero in the early 
days of the civil war, quite an much as 
is his distinguished son-in law today. 


Lieutenant Dewey and Miss Susie 


Goodwin were married October 2i, 1867, 
and following the wedding a reception 
was held in the fine old Goodwin home- 
stead which is still standing on one o 
the quiet, elm-shaded streets of Ports- 
mouth, and occupied by members of the 
Goodwin family. 


Shortly after their marriage the young 


couple were compelled to separate for 
a time, Lieutenant Dewey having been 
ordered to sea. For two years he was 
on the European station, his wife re 
maining in Portsmouth. Returning to 
America, he was, oddly enough, assignee 
to the command of the Narragansett 
relieving his former rival, Commande 
Bhind. The one great sorrow of hi 
life came just a little later. This was in 
1872. He had just been promoted to b 
commander and luck seemed to be run 
ning strongly his way.

London, Way 23.—A dispatch to The 


Daily Mall from Hong 
Kong says: 


"Spaniards in Hong Kong and at Manila 
openly boast that a fleet of warships Is 
on the way out to the Philippines, and 
the bishops have Issued pastorals to the 
eff«ct that Spain anil God are preparing 
to 'cut out 
these social excrescences 


from America.' The pastorals urge the 
people to give no quarter and they as- 
cribe Admiral Dewey's humanity In re- 
fusing to bombard Manila as due to fear. 
At the same time money Is being spent 
in bribing the inferior leaders among 
the insurgents. 


"There is some anxiety here because 


of the non-arrival of American troops, 
and the American consulate is crowded 
with volunteers. United Stales Consul 
WHUman is on duty night and day. 


"An American miner irom Manila, of 


the name of Doeur, has arrived here. 
For several years he hat, managed a 
coal mine near Cebu, and the Spanish 
authorities, fearing he would supply the 
Amrrir-an licet, expelled him. He re- 
ports that food is scarce at Cebu. Flour 
is very hiKh and potatoes cannot 
be 


btiuKht. The Spaniards are themselves 
directly responsible for the revolt of the 
Cebuai.s, as the latter gave them help 
duiinf; the re -ent insurrection and were 
in r e t u r n promised rt-gular pay, and that 
Iht-'lr lumilres In their absence should be 
cared for. They were also to be ex- 
i-mplPrl 
from 
tribute. 
After 
seven 


months' absence, during which they re- 
cei\ ed no pay, they returned home to 
tlnd their families starving and to be 
called upnn for tribute. They have risen 
agaiiiHt Spain." 


IMPATIENT TO START. 


Madrid, May 28.—Mr. Capdepon. min- 
ister of the Interior, has denied in th« 
course of an Interview that the change 
in the constitution of the ministry would 
lnv.lv* ii y \\ <»raUon in the foreign 
policy of Spain, all the new ministers 
being In favor of prosecuting the war 
with the utmost energy to the end. 
"Spain," said Capdepon, "went peril- 
ously near sacrificing her honor In the 
interest of peace, only making a stand 
when further concessions would have 
involved her disgrace and effacernent 
*g a nation. This she will never do, and 
in this resolve the new cabinet is a» 
thoroughly determined as the old. 


"The new cabinet ^nlertains no Il- 


lusions. 
It is aware that weakness and 


poverty are opposed to strength and 
wealth, but Spain is in the position of 
a duellist bound to defend her honor 
against the gross insults of a more 
powerful antagonist who, although he 
Is convinced that the result is almost 
certain death, yet feels the force of the 
principle of the nobless oblige. Spain 
prefers a possi'ble defeat to certain dis- 
grace.

EDWAKD BELLAMY DKA.D. 


Author of "Looking Backward" and 


"Equality" a Victim of Consumption. 
Sprinetleld. Mass., May 23.—Edward 


Bellamy, author and humanitarian, died 
Sunday at his home in Chicoyee Falls. 
He had been in feeble health ever since 
he finished his "F.quatlty" eight months 
ago. Indeed long before it was done he 
huil the most bigniticant warnings that 
his energies were being undermined, al- 
though it was not till August that his 
physicians definitely told him that one 
of his lungs was affected. At the earn- 
est solicitations of h.s physicians and 
family he resolved to try the effect of the 
Colorado climate, and in September last 
removed with his family to Denver. 
He 


received, however. littl»-4>r no benefit 
irom the change, and wherfhe recognized 
that recovery was impossible he became 
very anxious to get back to the home- 
stead, where he was born and where he 
had lived his entire life. His brothers 
went to Denver to help him realize this 
wish, and or April 26, just a month ago, 
brought him back, very weak but very 
peaceful, to his old home. 


Mr. Bellamy was born on March 26. 


1850. and was the third son of Rev. R. K. 
Bellamy, for 35 years the pastor of the 
Baptist church at Chicopee Falls. After 
spending some time at t'nion college, he 
completed his education by a year of 
European travel ana study, and by the 
study of law. He was at 21 years of age 
admitted to the bar of Hampd^pn county. 
From the legal profession he went into 
journalism, and for several years was 
assistant editor of the Springfield T'nion. 
From there he went to New York city 
to accept a position as editorial writer 
on the New York Evening Post, where 
ht was mga2;t-»d for about one year, when 
he returned to Springfield and in co- 
partnership with his brother. C. J. Bel- 
lamy, started the Springfield Daily News. 


Meanwhile he published several books. 


It was In 1SS8 that his famous work. 
"Looking Backward," was published, the 
sale of whu h up to the present time i» 
over 450,000 copies In America, and prob- 
ably over half a million of copies have 
been sold in I'JnglHnd and other coun-

I have represented to the 
war department and our senators that 
he could not do the work vhich he 
wanted to do as the officer in charge of 
the defences in Portsmouth by reason 
of a lack of men and supplies of almost 
every kind I have urged the sending of 
another battery to Portsmouth. As to 
the establishment of a naval brigade at 
Portsmouth I think it ought to be 
countenanced by the general govern- 
ment and taken under its protec.tion-
